WASHINGTON (AP)- The La- 
bor Department reported to- 
day that last month's biggest 
rise in living costs in 18 years 
wiped out large pay gains of 
some 45 million workers, but a 
department spokesman insisted 
that the fires of inflation will 
start cooling. 
The March rise of eight-tenths 
of one per cent in consumer 
prices, however, showed a con- 
tinuing Inflationary psychology 
on the part of the American 
people, said Asst. Commission- 
er Arnold Chase of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. 
The price hikes pushed the 


Labor Department's consum- 
er price index to 125.6, meaning 
it cost $12.56 last month for 
every $10 worth of typical liv- 
ing expenses in the 1957-59 
period on which the index is 
based. 


Chase said he is confident that 
fiscal and monetary restraints 
previously imposed by the gov- 
ernment, including the 10 per 
cent federal income tax sur- 
charge, will soon show a slow- 
ing effect on the nation's sharp- 
est price rise since the Korean 
War. 


"No fuel has been added tothe 
fire," Chase said. "The fire 
will just have to burn itself

Greene of Red Bluff, Medl* 
Cal consultant for the society, 
suggested that any potential b it 
ling of more than $500 be re» 
ferred to Dr. Greene by the 
patient's physician, for evalúa» 
ti on. 
The supervisors had asked 
help from the medical society 
in setting some standards on 
medical assistant patients, es­ 
pecially on patients who are to 
be sent to out of town to spe­ 
cialists. 
Dr. Ingle suggested the super­ 
visors limit their liability in 
allowing funds for general as­ 
sistant patient care, and “ the re- 
after require that the patient 
go to the University of Califor­ 
nia at Davis for what’ s needed 
beyond that.** 
“ I see no reason why the more 
expensive types of cases should­ 
n't be sent to Davis. We don't 
have the facilities here any­ 
way,” he said. 
“ I could anticipate someone 
deciding they needed a heart 
transplant or a valve opera­ 
tion,” said Dr. Greene," and 
that type of thing could be ex­ 
pensive to the county." 
The 
two 
physicians 
also 
agreed to discuss within the so­ 
ciety, “ usual, customary and 
reasonable” schedule of ch ar^ 
es for medical calls on jail 
confined patients. Those charg* 
es have been a problem in the 
past with the supervisors. 
Dr. Ingle suggested the Medi­ 
cal rate of $5.50 per unit (a

Tehama County supervisors have made their decision on the 


county's hospital, Tehama General. It is tobe converted to a facil- 
ity for convalescent patients only, patients requiring acute or in- 
tensive care going to other hospitals. 


The supervisors said they made their decision with "a great 


deal of reluctance," and we can be quite sure they did. But they 
didn't appear to have any other practical choice. A de ision was 
called for and they made it. None of us can be sure we have a bet- 
ter answer. They are the men we elected to make such decisions. 
They deserve ouf backing now. 


As it has been in recent months, it has been estimated that 


the hospital Is costing the county as much as $6,000 a month above 
income to operate. There has been speculation that changes in gov- 
ernment medical assistance policy might reduce that amount of 
loss greatly, but there seemed no indication that the loss could be 
cut out entirely. To continue along that line could hardly be ex- 
pected to meet with approval of county residents. 


The possibility of Improving the hospital for acute care would 


be costly, and for the foreseeable future, according to estimates 
in a survey made by the Superior California Health Planning As- 
sociation, if all the patients treated at Tehama General Hospital 
in the past year had been treated at the county's two private hos- 
pitals, they would have been operating at only 77 per cent of capa- 
city. Adding to the number of empty beds would hardly seem justi- 
fiable. 


At any rate, the course chosen seems to make sense. It's a 


direction we can go. It's time to quit arguing and get on with it

Dear Sir: 


After being a Citizen in and 
around Red Bluff for eleven 
years, and from sad experi- 
ence with local doctors and 
hospitals I have decided to write 
our paper to see what can and 
will be done if anything to make 
Red Bluff a still better town to 
live in and be proud of. F irst 
I'll start with the doctors. I'd 
never in my life before coming 
to California experienced such 
conflict between doctors. 
I always before had been able 


to see any doctor of my own 
choice If our own family doctor 
wasn't available to see me or I 
didn't care to see his substitute. 
There never was any refusal on 
the part of our family doctor 
or any other doctor to see us 
at any time, just because we 
had seen another doctor for 
treatment. You could visit any 
number of doctor* until you 
found the right one that you felt 
at ease with,' Twice when we 
first came to live in Red Bluff 
we were refused any future 
visits from two local doctors 
for trying other doctors, try- 
ing in vain to find my husband's 
illness. We were finally lucky 
enough to find a doctor here 
who would admit he was stumped 
when my husband's Illness was 


concerned and refused doctor 
care and admittance to one of 
our local hospitals even though 
we were covered by Ins. due 
to the fact we doctored with 
one of the County doctors whom 
was out of town at the time. 
A nd we didn't like nor care for 
his substitute. We finally had 
to settle for the substitute who 
when called in was in no con- 
dition to attend my husband 
after being called from a party 
to me hospital. 


The next day I had to sign a 


release from the hospital on 
my husband and rush him to 
our old friend and doctor in 
Corning to whom we owe my 
husband's- life. I was hurt be- 
yond endurance to know my 
husband could die and I couldn't 
get the help I needed because 
of the conflict between doctors 
and hospitals hers. 


What really prompted me to 
write was the letter a friend 
received from on e of our local 
doctors saying he wished never 
to see her face or any member 
of her family in his office again. 
She had taken her husband, who 
was very ill, to an out of town 
specialist. He died a few months 
later. He might have lived had 
his doctor admitted he needed 
help he couldn't give and only 
a specialist could. 
I admire 


the doctors who aren't out to 
m ake the Almighty dollar, who 
can admit when they don't know 
the answer to your problem and 
seek 
help elsewhere 
when 


needed. What Red Bluff really 
needs is more togetherness of 
doctors, hospitals and ambu- 
lance services which should not 
be refused or fought over. 


Red Bluff is badly in need of 


Its own specialists. Many a 
person's life may have been 
saved en route to hospitals in 
Redding by ambulance. If we 
had those services at home 
our hospitals would have all 
they need to support both hos- 
pitals. And it would help our 
local merchants. 
There has 


beeji to much public argument 
among the hospitals, doctorc 
and ambulances. It's not much 


^ wonder that half the pejpl^ 
* seek these needc out of town.

WASHINGTON —While nags 
have been flying at half-mast 
throughout the nation out of re- 
spect for the late Dwlght D. 
Eisenhower, 
there has been 


more social hoopla in theWhlte 
House than ever. 
President Nixon did not pause 
even a week before throwing 
overboard the 30-day period 
of mourning which he himself 
had decreed for the nation. 
National mourning is supposed 
to be observed In Washington 
more than any place else. And 
when the President decreed of- 
ficial mourning for a former 
President, especially one under 
whom he served as Vice Presi- 
dent, Washington expected that 
cancellation of all White House 
entertainment would follow. 
Consequently, foreign embas- 
sies cancelled their dinners, 
as did many Washington hos- 
tesses. 


They have been surprised to 
see the social season at the 
White House back in full swing 
— even with the flag flying at 
half-mast on the lawn outside. 
The dinner for King Hussein 
of Jordan, which followed short- 
ly after Eisenhower's death, 
understandably could not have 
been cancelled. It was important 
to peace in the Near East. 
But the dinner for Ray Bliss, 
outgoing chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee, 
certainly could have been post- 
poned. Bliss, an old friend of 
Eisenhower's, would have un- 
derstood completely. Besides, 
he wasn't going anywhere ex- 
cept occasional trips to Ohio. 
Instead, the Marine Corps or- 
chestra was drafted by the Nix - 
ons to feature a big social eve- 
ning. Not until about 3 a.m. did 
the Marine Corps combo stop 
playing dance music for the 
Republican guests who just a 
short time before had been 
mourning their late leader's 
departure. 


The public, of course, had no 


way of knowing this. For the 
Stars and Stripes, In respect 
to President Eisenhower, con- 
tinued to fly at half-mast out- 
side. 
There followed a big jamboree 
for Republican women — 4,792 
of them. There were so many 
that they were received in four 
shifts at the White House where 
they drank 225 gallons of punch 
and consumed 24,500 cookies, 
an average of five cookies per 
GOP lady. 


The Republican ladies had a 
good time, but they would have 
understood if the reception had 
been called off in respect to the 
late President, the standard 
bearer of their party. 


Then there was a gala recep- 


tion for the Republican Nation- 
al Committee with lively music; 
another for the League of Wom- 
en 
voters; 
another for the 


Washington International Club, 
plus the black-tie reception for 
the American Society of News- 
paper Editors. All of these 
would have understood had their 
receptions been cancelled. 


Meanwhile, the flag flies at 


half-mast for an alleged period 
of mourning for the late Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


CONTRASTS IN NAZIISM 


In contrast to the neo-Nazi 


movement being secretly or- 
ganized in the United States, 
significant 
developments are 


happening in Germany. 


The 
West German govern- 


ment has just sent Dr. Rolf 
Pauls, a symbol of the new 
West German attitude toward 
Jews, as ambassador to Wash- 
ington. Pauls served as am- 
bassador to Israel. Refugees 
from the Nazi death cham- 
bers were skeptical at first, 
later, welcomed him with enthu- 
siasm.

In accepting the new library 
addition to the museum, Teddy 
Kollek, mayor of Jerusalem, 
awarded Springer a plaque giv- 
ing him the honor of "a true 
friend of Israel." 
This happened at a time when 


the neo-Nazi movement in the 
United states, promoted back- 
stage by Willis Carto of the 
Liberty Lobby, was contribut- 
ing disguised campaign funds 
to an imposing list of right- 
wing Congressmen. 
ROGERS PLAN FAILS 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers has made a secret at- 
tempt to rescue Truog Dinh 
Dzu, the former Vietnam pres- 
idential candidate, from prison. 
Dzu, who polled 850,000 votes 
in the 1967 South Vietnam pres- 
idential election, was jailed for 
advocating talks with the Com- 
munist National Liberation 
Front. 
Rogers pointed out to South 
Vietnamese leaders that the 
Saigon government itself has 
now accepted this line. He sug- 
gested that Saigon should not 
only release Dzu but Invite him 
to join the government. This 
would be evidence, Rogers sug- 
gested, 
that the government 


was sincere about its offer to 
negotiate with the NLF. 
Shortly after Rogers' propos- 
al, Dzu was brought to Saigon 
and offered a post in the govern- 
ment. However, he flatly turned 
it down; so the Vietnam author- 
ities tossed him back in prison.

and 6:00 A.M. She tore up 
everything in sight, including 
our wedding album. 


I was ashamed to take her in 


public. She was always covered 
witn cuts and bruises from self- 
inflicted injuries. She looked 
like a battered child. 


Family and friends told me I 


was too strict, too lenient, too 
attentive, not attentive enough. 
I was loaded with guilt — con. 
vinced it was all my fault. 


One day Lynn banged a gash 


in her head when 1 insisted that 
she take a nap. She needed 
stitches so I rushed her to the 
doctor's office. When I told him 
about the child's impossible be- 
havior he had her tested the 
next day. The rests revealed 


that Lynn was a hyperklnrtic 
child. This is » congenital de- 
fect, the cause of which is not 
known. 


Thanks to a wonderful doctor, 


new drugs and therapy, Lynn 
is well on the way to being a 
normal youngster. The doctor 
has said that in a few months 
she will not need either drugs 
or therapy. If I had taken Lynn 
to a doctor earlier she would 
have received help earlier. And 
time is very important. A friend 
of mine has a son seven years 
old who just started treatment 
and it might be too late. The 
boy is already severely emo- 
tionally disturbed. 


Tell mothers everywhere that 


if they see these symptoms in 
their child to run, not walk, 
to the nearest clinic which does 
testing.

Why People Faint 


MY WIFE has a tendency 


to faint as soon as she is up- 
set. Can this be prevented by 
any drugs? What is the best 
way to get her out of a faint'

Dear Mr G • It is undeni- 


able that some people become 
faint more easily than others 


One of my pa- 
tients 
fainted 


at the onset of 
every thunder- 
storm At first 
this s o u n d s 
somewhat silly 
but when one 
u n d e r - 
s t a n d s the 
p r o c e s s of 
fainting-, even 


Dr. Coleman 
t h i s unusual 
p r o v o c a - 


tion can call for sympathy 
rather than annoyance 


When a person faints it is 


due to a sudden loss of the 
blood that normally circulates 
to the brain A sudden emo- 
tional upset, a telegram bear- 
ing a frightening message, a 
sudden fall of blood sugar, se- 
vere pain, may cause an at- 
tack of syncope or fainting 


There are 
a 
number of 


physical conditions such as 
heart disease, lung disorders, 
and the hardening of the ar- 
teries to the brain which can 
cause fainting. Before an at- 
tack of fainting is entirely at- 
tributed to emotional causes, 
every avenue of study of the 
body must be made to be sure 
that a physical condition is not 
overlooked. 


Because it Is the temporary 


reduction in the blood flow to 
the brain that causes fainting, 
the victim should be placed 
flat with the head slightly 
lower than the rest of the 
body to encourage greater 
flow of blood to the brain. 
Belts, ties, bras, and tight gir- 
dles should be loosened. Under 
no circumstances should liquor 
be forced down the throat. A 
little patience and encourage- 
ment to the frightened fainter 
I* all they need for recovery.

A polyp is a grape-like mass 
of watery tissue that occurs 
in the lining of the nose or 
the sinuses in people who have 
an allergy, infection, or both 
Polyps may occur singly or 
more often, in bunches, espe- 
cially when the underlying 
condition is neglected. 


Polyps b e c o m e annoying 


when they become 30 large 
that they interfere with nor- 
mal breathing through the 
nose. Many people do nothing 
about this condition until the 
nose is completely blocked and 
they can no longer breathe 
comfortably 


When once the polyps are 


removed it has been my ex- 
perience that patients are so 
delighted to breathe 
freely 


that they refuse to be treated 
for their allergy or infection 
This probably is a key to your 
problem It is absolutely nec- 
essary that intensive treat- 
ment for the allergy and the 
infection continue after the 
surgery in order to delay and 
often prevent the recurrence 
of the nasal polyps.

As It has been In recent months, It has been estimated that 
the hospital Is costing the county as much as $6,000 a month above 
income to operate. There has been speculation that changes In gov­ 
ernment medical assistance policy might reduce that amount of 
loss greatly, but there seemed no indication that the loss could be 
cut out entirely. To continue along that line could hardly be ex- 
pected to meet with approval of county residents. 


The possibility of Improving the hospital for acute care would 
be costly, and for the foreseeable future, according to estim ates 
In a survey made by the Superior California Health Planning As­ 
sociation , If all the patients treated at Tehama General Hospital 
In the past year had been treated at the county's two private hos­ 
pitals, they would have been operating at only 77 per cent of capa­ 
city. Adding to the number of empty beds would hardly seem justi­ 
fiable.

D ear Sir: 
After being a Citizen in and 
around Red Bluff for eleven 
years, and from sad experi­ 
ence with local doctors and 
hospitals I have decided to write 
our paper to see what can and 
will be done if anything to make 
Red Bluff a still better town to 
live in and be proud of. F irst 
1*11 sta rt with the doctors. I*d 
never in my life before coming 
to C alifornia experienced such 
conflict between doctors. 
I always before had been able 
to see any doctor of my own 
choice if our own family doctor 
w asn't available to see me or I 
didn’t care to see his substitute. 
There never was any refusal on 
the part of our family doctor 
o r any other doctor to see us 
at any tim e, just because we 
had seen another doctor for 
treatm ent. You could visit any 
num ber of doctors until you 
found the right one that you felt 
at ease with,' Twice when we 
first came to live in Red Bluff 
we were refused any future 
visits from two local doctors 
for trying other doctors, try ­ 
ing in vain to find my husband’s 
illness. 
We were finally lucky 
enough to find a doctor here 
who would admit he was stumped 
when my husband’s illness was 


concerned and refused doctor 
care and admittance to one of 
our local hospitals even though 
we were covered by Ins. due 
to the fact we doctored with 
one of the County doctors whom 
was out of town at the tim e. 
A nd we didn’t like nor care for 
his substitute. 
We finally had 
to settle tor the substitute who 
when called in was in no con­ 
dition to attend my husband 
after being called from a party 
to the hospital. 


The next day I had to sign a 
release from the hospital on 
my husband and rush him to 
our old friend and doctor in 
Corning to whom we owe my 
husband’s life. 
I was hurt be­ 
yond endurance to know my 
husband could die and I couldn’t 
get the help I needed because 
of the conflict between doctors 
and hospitals hers. 


What really prompted me to 
write was the letter a friend 
received from on e of our local 
doctors saying he wished never 
to see her face or any member 
of her family in his office again. 
She had taken her husband, who 
was very ill, to an out of town 
specialist. He died a few months 
later. He might have lived had 
his doctor admitted he needed 
help he couldn’t give and only 
a specialist could. 
I admire 
the doctors who aren’t out to 
make the Almighty dollar, who 
can admit when they don’t know 
the answer to your problem and 
seek 
help 
elsewhere 
when 
needed. 
What Red Bluff really 
needs is more togetherness of 
doctors, hospitals and ambu­ 
lance services which should not 
be refused or fought over. 


WASHINGTON -W h ile flags 
have been flying al half-maet 
throughout the nation out of re ­ 
spect for the late Dwight D. 
Elsenhower, 
there has t*>en 
more social hoopla In the White 
House than e v tf. 
President Nixon did not pause 
even a week before throwing 
overboard the 30<4ay period 
of mourning which he himself 
had decreed for the nation. 
National mourning la supposed 
to be observed in Washington 
more than any place else. And 
when the President decreed of­ 
ficial mourning for a former 
President, especially one under 
whom he served as Vice P resi­ 
dent, Washington expected that 
cancellation of all White House 
entertainment 
would fo llo w . 
Consequently, foreign embas­ 
sies cancelled their dinners, 
as did many Washington hos­ 
tesses. 
They have been surprised to 
see the social season at the 
White House back In full swing 
— even with the flag flying at 
half-mast on the lawn outside. 
The dinner for King Hussein 
of Jordan, which followed short­ 
ly after Elsenhower's death, 
understandably could not have 
been cancelled. It was Important 
to peace In the Near East. 
But the dinner for Ray Bliss, 
outgoing chairman of the Re­ 
publican National Committee, 
certainly could have been post­ 
poned. Bliss, an old friend of 
Elsenhower’s, would have un­ 
derstood completely. Besides, 
he wasn't going anywhere ex­ 
cept occasional trips to Ohio. 
Instead, the Marine Corps o r­ 
chestra was drafted by the Nix­ 
ons to feature a big social eve­ 
ning. Not until about 3 a.m. did 
the Marine Corps combo stop 
playing dance music for the 
Republican guests who Just a 
short time before had been 
mourning their late leader’s 
departure. 
The public, of course, had no 
way of knowing this. For the 
Stars and Stripes, in respect 
to President Eisenhower, con­ 
tinued to fly at half-mast out­ 
side.

There were so many 
that they were received In four 
shifts at the White House where 
they drank 225 gallons of punch 
and consumed 24,500 cookies, 
an average of five cookies per 
GOP lady. 
The Republican ladies had a 
good time, but they would have 
understood if the reception had 
been called off In respect to the 
late President, the standard 
bearer of their party. 
Then there was a gala recep­ 
tion for the Republican Nation­ 
al Committee with lively music; 
another for the League of Wom­ 
en 
voters; 
another for the 
Washington International Club, 
plus the black-tie reception for 
the American Society of News­ 
paper Editors. All of these 
would have understood had their 
receptions been cancelled. 
Meanwhile, the flag flies at 
half-mast for an alleged period 
of mourning for the late P re si­ 
dent of the United States. 


The current neo-Nazi move­ 
ment In the United Stales, Inci­ 
dentally, la publishing a book 
"T h e Myth of the Six m illion," 
which claims that the Jewish 
prison camps conducted by H it­ 
ler were a figment of Jewish 
Imagination and that six million 
Jews were never murdered. 
Almost simultaneous with Am­ 
bassador Pauls' arrival, Axel 
Springer, the big German pub­ 
lish er donated 
a new library 


wing to the Israel Museum tn 
Jerusalem . Going to Jerusalem 
last month for the dedication, 
Springer flUit 
"Before 
you 
stands a GermMI« • . We old - 
e r ones know that we must live 
with this terrible past, the past 
that cannot tie changed. But we 
muat change the future." 
Springer la throwing the weight 
of hla p o te n t West German 
newspapers twhlnd Israel, so 
much so that there la a Berlin 
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wisecrack that "during the six- 
day war, Axel Springer issued 
Israeli newspapers in Germany. 
However, his instinct for c ir­ 
culation 
stopped him from 
printing them In Hebrew." 
In accepting the new library 
addition to the museum, Teddy 
Kollek, mayor of Jerusalem , 
awarded Springer a plaque giv­ 
ing him the honor of "a true 
friend of Israel." 
Thla happened at a time when 
the neo-Nazi movement tn the 
United States, promoted back­ 
stage by W tills Carto of the 
Liberty Lobby, was contribut­ 
ing disguised campaign funds 
to an Imposing list of right- 
wing Congressmen. 
ROGERS PLAN FAILS 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers has made a secret at­ 
tempt to rescue Truog Dlnh 
Dzu, the former Vietnam p re s­ 
idential candidate, from prison. 
Dzu, who polled 850,000 votes 
In the 1967 South Vietnam p re s­ 
idential election, was jailed for 
advocating talks with the Com­ 
munist National L ib e r a tio n 
Front. 
Rogers pointed out to South 
Vietnamese leaders that the 
Saigon government Itself has 
now accepted this line. He sug­ 
gested that Saigon should not 
only release Dzu but Invite him 
to join the government. This 
would be evidence, Rogers sug­ 
gested, 
that 
the government 
was sincere about Its offer to 
negotiate with the NLF. 
Shortly after Rogers’ propos­ 
al, Dzu was brought to Saigon 
and offered a post In the govern­ 
ment. However, he flatly turned 
It down; so the Vietnam author­ 
ities 10 6 sed him back in prison.

When I told him 
about the child’s impossible be* 
havior he had her tested the 
next day. The rests revealed 


that Lynn waa a hyperkinetic 
child. Thla la a congenital de­ 
fect, the cause of which la not 
known. 
Thanks to a wonderful doctor, 
new drugs and tharapy, Lynn 
la well on the way to being a 
normal youngster. The doctor 
has said that In a few months 
she will not need either drugs 
or therapy. If 1 had taken Lynn 
feo a doctor earlier ahe would 
have received help earlier. And 
time la very important. A friend 
of mine has a son seven years 
old who just started treatm ent 
and It might be too late. The 
boy la already severely emo* 
tlonally disturbed. 
Tell mothers everywhere that 
If they sec these symptoms la 
their child to run, not walk, 
feo the nearest clinic which does 
testing.

When a person faints it is 
due to a sudden loss of the 
blood that norm ally circulates 
to the brain. A sudden emo­ 
tional upset, a telegram bear­ 
ing a frightening message, a 
sudden fall of blood sugar, se­ 
vere pain, may cause an a t­ 
tack of syncope or fainting. 
There 
are 
a 
number 
of 
physical conditions such as 
heart disease, lung disorders, 
and the hardening of the a r­ 
teries to the brain which can 
cause fainting. Before an at­ 
tack of fainting Is entirely a t­ 
tributed to emotional causes, 
every avenue of study of the 
body must be made to be sure 
th at a physical condition is not 
overlooked. 
Because it is the temporary 
reduction in the blood flow to 
the brain that causes fainting, 
the victim should be placed 
flat with the head slightly 
lower than the rest of the 
body 
to 
encourage 
greater 
flow of blood to the brain. 
Belts, ties, bras, and tight gir­ 
dles should be loosened. Under 
no circumstances should liquor 
be forced down the throat. A 
little patience and encourage­ 
m ent to the frightened fainter 
is all they need for recovery. 
Drugs to prevent fainting 
are used only after the exact 
physical reasons for it have 
been established.

many times is to have an ex­ 
act knowledge of what polyps 
are and what produced them. 
A polyp is a grape-like m ass 
of watery tissue that occurs 
in the lining of the nose or 
the sinuses in people who have 
an allergy, infection, or both. 
Polyps may occur singly or. 
more often, in bunches, espe­ 
cially when 
the 
underlying 
condition is neglected. 
Polyps b e c o m e annoying 
when they become so large 
that they interfere with nor­ 
mal 
breathing 
through 
the 
nose. Many people do nothing 
about this condition until the 
nose is completely blocked and 
they can no longer breathe 
comfortably. 
When once the polyps are 
removed it has been my ex­ 
perience that patients are so 
delighted 
to breathe 
freely 
that they refuse to be treated 
for their allergy or infection. 
This probably is a key to your 
problem. It is absolutely nec­ 
essary that intensive tre a t­ 
ment for the allergy and the 
infection continue after the 
surgery In order to delay and 
often prevent the recurrence 
°f the nasal polyps.

Looking at the prospects for the coming deer season, they look 


excellent. The local herd in general appears to be in good shape 
according to the latest wildlife management report. 


Good fawn production for the past two years and favorable 


range conditions were the reasons stated by the department. A 
ratio of 59 fawns per 100 does was the ratio found during the 
1968 
fall count. This was the best on record for the past five 


years. The winter carryover showed a ratio drop of 43 fawns per 
100 does. This is still a good ratlowith the severe winter we had. 


According to the departments report, this is good reproduc- 


tion. This along with the slight increase in buck population should 
bring better hunting this season. The buck to doe ratio is up with 
14 bucks to every 100 does. 


Range conditions, despite low rainfall during the 1967-68 win- 


ter and spring seasons, are mostly good. This along with the above 
normal rainfall of the 1969 winter season, should provide excellent 
forage conditions for this year. When we have a good forage growth 
for a few years, we will find an upward trend in deer herd produc- 
tion. There still exists some areas that have heavy deer use. Re- 
gardless of how good the habitat is in that area, with the heavy 
feeding of many deer will cause the herd to fluctuate. Here is that 
point we reach when we should harvest some of these deer before 
they die off. 


One of these areas, the Lake Hollow-Jefferies area showed a 


poor range condition and an increased deer herd. This is an area 
where the deer have been on an increase and the habitat will not 
handle the herd. 


One proposal that I missed last week was a change in the pheas- 


ant shooting hours. This now is being proposed to change from 8 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m., to 8 a.m. to sunset. The past years shooting 
hours of 8 to 4:30 have irked many pheasant hunters. This seems 
to be about the hour the old rooster decides to walk out in the 
open and flap his wings. I think they carry a watch on their leg. 
The biggest disappointment has been because you still have a lot of 
good daylight left to hunt. 


Now, 
if these commissioners just pass this proposal, we can 


enjoy some real fine pheasant hunting this season. There was a 
good reason for the closing time being 4; 30 several years past. 
When the Fish and Game were planting birds, they would plant af- 
ter this 
each day or days they planted. They ran into many 


obstacles with this as the fields were Ml of hunters. Now since the 
planting program is long gone, the 4:30 limit can be removed. 


The Fish and Game Commission meeting, the one where the 


last proposals are heard, will be May 23. I suggest that if you 
have any feelings on these proposals that you mail a letter to the 
commissioners by the above date.

Looking at the prospects for the c o m in g deer season, they look 
excellent. The local herd in general appears to be in good shape 
according to the latest wildlife management report. 
Good fawn production for the past two years and favorable 
range conditions were the reasons stated by the department. A 
ratio of 59 fawns per 100 does was the ratio found during the 
1968 fall count. This was the best on record for the past five 
years. The winter carryover showed a ratio drop of 43 fawns per 
100 does. This is still a good ratlowith the severe winter we had. 
According to the departments report, this is good reproduc­ 
tion. This along with the slight increase in buck population should 
bring better hunting this season. The buck to doe ratio is up with 
14 bucks to every 100 does. 
Range conditions, despite low rainfall during the 1967-68 win­ 
ter and spring seasons, are mostly good. This along with the above 
normal rainfall of the 1969 winter season, should provide excellent 
forage conditions for this year. When we have a good forage growth 
for a few years, we will find an upward trend in deer herd produc­ 
tion. There still exists some areas that have heavy deer use. Re­ 
gardless of how good the habitat is in that area, with the heavy 
feeding of many deer will cause the herd to fluctuate. Here is that 
point we reach when we should harvest some of these deer before 
they die off. 
One of these areas, the Lake Hollow-Jefferies area showed a 
poor range condition and an increased deer herd. This is an area 
where the deer have been on an Increase and the habitat will not 
handle the herd. 
One proposal that I missed last week was a change in the pheas­ 
ant shooting hours. This now is being proposed to change from 8 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m., to 8 a.m. to sunset. The past years shooting 
hours of 8 to 4:30 have irked many pheasant hunters. This seems 
to be about the hour the old rooster decides to walk out in the 
open and flap his wings. I think they carry a watch on their leg. 
The biggest disappointment has been because you still have a lot of 
good daylight left to hunt. 
Now, if these commissioners just pass this proposal, we can 
enjoy some real fine pheasant hunting this season. There was a 
good reason for the closing time being 4:30 several years past. 
When the Fish and Game were planting birds,they would plant af­ 
ter this 
each day or days they planted. They ran into many 
obstacles with this as the fields were full of hunters. Now since the 
planting program is long gone, the 4:30 limit can be removed. 
The Fish and Game Commission meeting, the one where the 
last proposals are heard, will be May 23. 1 suggest that if you 
have any feelings on these proposals that you mail a letter to the 
commissioners by the above date. Public opinion moves these men 
considerably.

urge to be a member of a group* 
and the desire to be an indivi- 
dual, individualizing Instruction 
is not easy. Grouping within the 
classroom is a step in the right 
direction, for each child is 
thus given the experience of 
being a member of a group. 
But, no matter -what form of 
grouping Is decided upon, the 
ultimate aim Is the education 
of the individual child. 


In a classroom of thirty chil- 
dren, a variety of grouping 
practices may be used, but the 
fact remains that there are 
thirty distinct individuals. Each 
child not only learns at his own 
rate, but he learns in his own 
special way. Since his back- 
ground is different from that 
of any other child in the class, 
he will approach learning in a 
manner unique to him. 


The term "indivlduaHzation" 
means many things and is Inter- 
preted in many different ways. 
Some teachers pass out special 
learning materials and let chil- 
dren proceed at their own rates. 
These materials may be spe- 
cially prepared by the teachers, 
or they may be commercially 
prepared units, such as pro- 
grammed-learning units, or, a- 
gain, they may be standard, 
classroom materials adapted to 
individual use. In some class- 
rooms, the teacher helps each 
child select and evaluate the 
books he will read. In other 
classrooms, children construct 
their own spelling tests and de- 
termine their own drills. There 
are those teachers who plan 
work of varying degrees of dif- 
ficulty, so that each child may 
select the task in which he ie«i& 
he can achieve some degree of 
success. 
But how can this be education,

CHICAGO (AP)— Mexican In­ 
dians noted for their ability to 
run long distances without tiring 
demonstrate that most people do 
not develop their cardiac sys­ 
tems to fullest potential, a re ­ 
searcher reported today. 
The Tarahumaras have been 
known to run a race, kicking a 
wooden ball the size of a ten­ 
nis ball, for distances as great 
as 160 miles at an elevation of 
8,000 feet. 
“ I’ve never 
seen anything 
comparable to it,” said Dr. Dale 
Groom, a cardiologist and pro­ 
fessor of medicine at the Uni­ 
versity of Oklahoma. He report­ 
ed his findings at the 50th an­ 
nual meeting of the American 
College of Physicians. 
In contrast to American ath­ 
letes, the Tarahumaras 
of 
northern Mexico showed no evi­ 
dence of heart enlargement, he 
said. 
The Indians’ endurance seems 
to result from conditioning, Dr. 
Groom said. They start training 
in childhood for marathon run­ 
ning. 
Dr. 
Groom examined eight 
runners ranging in age from 18 
to 48 before, during and after 
a 28.6-mile race in rugged te r­ 
rain. 
The average speed of the win­ 


ning team over the course was 
about 6 miles an hour. While the 
runners lost an average of five 
pounds each and some rises 
were noted in blood pressure 
and pulse rate, their electro­ 
cardiograms were normal.

Getting there — to a vacation, that is — can be more than 
half the fun, if you go by car. And if you include one of a hand­ 
ful of America’s great drives in your route. 
Once accessible to only a few who had unlimited time, all 
these drives are now easy to reach for most Americans and 
Canadians on a two-week vacation, thanks to distance-whit­ 
tling limited access, divided Interstate highways. 
The writer has not driven every mile of North America roads, 
or even every route that has some fame or is beautiful. But I 
will recommend the following 10 as outstanding on anyone’s 
list of great motoring experiences. 
CALIFORNIA’S OCEAN 
ROAD—Numbered US 101 with 
frequent cuts west on Califor­ 
nia 1, this road curves through 
a variety of spectacular scen­ 
ery from sea level to 2,000 feet 
and down again on the way 
from Los Angeles to San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It goes through or past sand, 
mountains, cliffs, arroyos, 
ocean, fishing villages, onion 
fields, grape arbors, remote 
and beautiful Big Sur country, 
rock coves, crooked cypress 
trees (among the world’s old­ 
est living things) and plenty 
of palms. 
CANADA'S BANFF-JASPER 
DRIVE — This road seems to 
have been built over animal 


trails, it turns so often as it 
follows five great river valleys 
through a virgin wilderness 
along the most spectacular 
portion of America’s grandest 
mountain chain — the Cana­ 
dian Rockies. 
FLORIDA’S OVERSEAS 
HIGHWAY — One can go over 
the Atlantic Ocean in his car 
for most of the way from Mi­ 
ami to Key West on US 1. 


COLORADO’S MILLION 
DOLLAR HIGHWAY — Any­ 
one who picks Just one Colo­ 
rado highway will get argu­ 
ments, there are so many great 
ones. But US 550 from Duran­ 
go to Ouray has got to make 
even the most sophisticated 
motorist catch his breath at 
least once a minute. 


GREAT LAKES STATES, 
ONTARIO’S LAKE SUPERIOR 
DRIVE — The essential appeal 
of this drive is it makes wil­ 
derness easily accessible. It 
meanders through muskeg, 
rifles through rock, snakes 
through swamps, curves 
through rock canyons, roars 
through rock gorges, is some­ 
times smooth as a billiard 
table, sometimes bumpier than 
a chuckhole-fllled street in 
spring. 


NORTH CAROLINA-TEN­ 
NESSEE-VIRGIN I AS BLUE 
RIDGE PARKWAY — Some of 
the most graceful mountain 
scenery in the world is un­ 
folded from a car window on 
this motoring thrill ride which 
often takes one through or 
above the clouds. When com­ 
pleted, it will be a 470-mile 
scenic drive connecting Shen­ 
andoah National Park in Vir­ 
ginia and Great Smoky Moun­ 
tains National Park in North 
Carolina and Tennessee. 
NORTH CAROLINA’S OUT­ 
ER BANKS HIGHWAY—Many 
call this drive on State 12 
the “road that beat the sand 
dunes,” for it makes accessible 
a remote, 150-mile stretch of 
pencil-thin sand islands con­ 
stantly moved about by the 
wind from the Atlantic Ocean 
on the east. 


THE-SUN HIGHWAY — Of all 
the roads I’ve ever driven, this 
one bisecting Glacier National 
Park is my personal favorite 
I have driven it both ways 
eight times and always see 
something new. 
WASHINGTON STATE’S 
OLYMPIC PENINSULA DRIVE 
— Choosing one among the 
many great drives in this area 
is not easy. But the one which 
circles Olympic National Park 
offers possibly more variety 
than the others. The park’s 
888,000 acres are sprawled over 
the extreme northwestern 
point on the Continental 
United States, bordered by 
Canada to the north and the 
Pacific Ocean to the west. 
Much of this drive follows the 
ocean, and to get to know 
much about the park one must 
detour inland in a number of 
places. 


HAWAII’S CIRCLE OF 
OAHU ISLAND DRIVE —

Hold It, Mister, Your 
Battery May Be Okay 


Blamin* starting trouble on 
the battery can be like blam­ 
ing a broken leg on bone fail­ 
ure. In both caaes, something 
Is wrong but something other 
than the affected part Is caus­ 
ing the problem. 
A well-maintained battery 
that hasn’t outlived Its useful­ 
ness should not cause starting 
problems. More likely some 
other electrical component Is 
at fault and Is draining the 
battery power For example, 
faulty wiring, worn spark 
plugs or malfunctioning dis­ 
tributor may be overworking 
the battery during starting 
As a result the battery wears 
down to a point that It may 
seem dead. The alert service 
man will look beyond the bat­ 
tery as the cause of the start­ 
ing failure, especially when he 
Is reminded to do so by the 
customer. 
To keep your battery In top 
operating condition, here are 
some pointers: A quick visual 
inspection every time you gas 
up and a voltage test every 


six months should assure you 
maximum efficiency battery 
life. 
It’s a simple lob for the 
service attendant to check 
battery water level and condi­ 
tion of cables and terminals 
This should be done at least 
once a week to guard against 
premature deterioration. 
Twice a year, the battery 
should be tested At the same 
time, terminals should be 
cleaned thoroughly to get rid 
of corrosive materials and dirt 
Foreign matter on the termi­ 
nals or cable clamps can cause 
battery failure. 
If the battery shows prema­ 
ture loss of power, chances are 
other components may be at 
fault. For example, wiring may 
be short circuiting or you may 
have a problem in the charg­ 
ing Have your service man 
conduct an electrical check. 
Corroded term inals can 
shorten effective life of your 
battery Clean off the corro­ 
sion with a solution of baking 
soda and water, applied with 
a stiff wire brush. 


Beware! Shower Can 
Make Roads Slippery 


8ummer showers, especially 
after a long dry spell, can 
make road surfaces as slippery 
as winter ice, a special safety 
bulletin issued by the Rubber 
M anufacturers A ssociation 
warns. 
The danger of skidding is 
greatest, says the trade group, 
during the first 15 to 30 min­ 
utes after it starts to rain; up 
to an hour or more in a light 
drizzle. 
This is due to the little- 
known fact that- rain tends to 
float up onto the road surface 
a greasy film of oil, gasoline 
and rubber residue which be­ 
comes a treacherous ice-like 
lubricant between the tires 
and the road until enough rain 


falls to wash It away. 
The possibility of an acci­ 
dent on a wet road, says the 
Association, is between 5 and 
10 times as great as on a dry 
road, in terms of the likelihood 
of a skid and loss of control 
of a car. In terms of stopping 
distance, it may take up to 
four times as far to stop on a 
wet road as a dry road. 


The average spark plug will 
fire 15,000,000 times in 10,000 
miles of driving. The effects 
of the electrical charge wear 
down the plug’s firing end. 
Plug manufacturers recom­ 
mend servicing plugs at 5,000 
miles and replacing them at 
10,000 miles.

Car Inspections Serve to Make Motoring Safer 


Result» Becoming Apparent in Terms 
Of Fewer Accidents Chargeable 
To Mechanical Failures 
There are several subjects which are more commonly dis­ 
cussed In recent years. Certainly not the least of these subjects 
is highway safety, and automobile inspection. 
And usually, some questions are raised. 
Like — did you pass? 
The query Is often posed by one who has recently been ex­ 
posed to PMVI — periodic motor vehicle Inspection. And the 
answer. In a surprisingly high percentage of cases. Is nor How­ 
ever, the answer may not be so surprising, when you consider 
one expert's opinion. 
In testim ony b efo re th e H ouse In terstate and F o reig n Com ­ 
m erce C om m ittee, H . C. Stivers, th en president o f th e 
and E qu ip m en t M anufacturer* A ssociation, estim ated that 
42% of th e cars on th e highw ays have defects th a t affect the 
safe o p eratio n o f th e vehicle. 
S upporting th is figure is a study conducted by th e In su ran ce 
Institute fo r H ighw ay Safety. It rep o rts th at 42% o f th e vehi­ 
cles bro u g h t in fo r inspection, voluntarily o r in spot checks, 
do not pass the m inim um requirem ents fo r m ech an ical safety. 
The Institute’s study was categorized In four groups: Vehi­ 
cles up to one year old (25% rejection rate ); two to five years 
(40% rejection rate); six to ten years (51% rejection rate); 
and 11 years or older (53% rejection rate). 
In another report, the City of Detroit utilized a specially 
developed test lane to ferret out defects In automobiles. A 
voluntary inspection program of two weeks duration last May, 
involving approximately one thousand cars, showed that four 
out of ten cars were mechanl- ___________________________ 
cally unsafe. Major defects 
centered around im proper Helpful lip s on . . . 
wheel alignment and steering 
assembly. Other components 
that inspection teams check 
closely for defects include 
shock absorbers, windshield 
wipers, headlight aim and 
wheel vibration. 
Without question, they all 
affect the safe operation of a 
vehicle. 
A nnual in O ntario 
Just across the border from 
Detroit, in Windsor, Ontario, 
autom obile inspection has 
been an annual occurrence 
for the past six years. It’s con­ 
ducted both on a voluntary 
basis, and in spot checks dur­ 
ing May. 
The vehicle test equipment 
is owned by the Provincial 
government; tests are con­ 
ducted by W indsor police. 
Police Chief Gordon Preston 
and his department are very 
pleased by the growing num­ 
bers of Windsor motorists who 
volunteer their cars for in­ 
spection. 
Their most recent test period 
showed that of 4700 owners 
who voluntarily put their cars 
through the check lanes, al­ 
most half couldn’t pass the 
test. Owners failing the test 
were instructed to have their 
cars repaired to bring them 
back up to the standards set 
down by the Provincial gov­ 
ernment. 
However, the point is that 
by volunteering, motorists are 
showing their concern with 
the safety of their vehicles — 
moreover, they’re doing some­ 
thing about it. 
In the Windsor program last 
year, safety officials also or­ 
dered 327 vehicles through the 
te: t equipment—vehicles that 
were obviously in disrepair, 
and from appearances, unsafe. 
Fifty-seven were approved, 145 
were rejected and had to have 
repairs made, while 125 were 
totally condemned. 
A ccidents R educed 
It would seem, after a lot of 
talk about automobile safety 
and vehicle inspection, some­ 
thing really concrete is being 
done about it. All states now 
are required to implement a 
program of vehicle Inspection, 
within guidelines issued by the 
National Highway Safety Bur­ 
eau — or take the chance of 
losing some of their Federal 
highway construction funds. 
In some Canadian Provinces 
(like the law th at was passed 
in Ontario effective November, 
1968) motor vehicles must be 
inspected and certified safe 
before the vehicle title can be 
transferred to another owner.

Overheating Can 
Be Forestalled 
By T hese Cheeks 


While most cars made today 
have cooling systems that are 
‘‘sealed’’ in the factory, a wise 
motorist still takes precau­ 
tions against engine overheat­ 
ing. 
Test the anti-freeze to make 
sure it hasn’t lost its rust in­ 
hibiting elements. If it has, 
drain and flush the cooling 
system before Installing new 
anti-freeze. 
Test the condition and ten­ 
sion of all drive belts as well 
as radiator hoses. Check the 
radiator and hoses for leaks. 
Also check pump gaskets and 
tightness of the pulley hub on 
the water pump. 
Check to see that there is 
no foreign matter on the cool­ 
ing fins and that the overflow 
tube is not obstructed.

Race Drivers Point Up Importance of ‘Belts’ 
Young people, supposedly at 
odds with the older genera­ 
tion, have at least one area of 
agreement with their parents 
Both are ignoring the life- 
saving use of car seat belts. 
Champion Spark Plug Com­ 
pany, through Its Highway 
Safety Program, queried near­ 
ly 12,000 high school seniors on 
seat belt wearing habits. In 
cars equipped with belts, well 
under 50 percent use the re­ 
straining devices. 
Only 14 8 percent said they 
always use belts. Another 20.8 
percent said they used them 
most of the time. The biggest 
percentage, 37.5, said they sel­ 
dom used belts Some 17.7 per­ 


cent said they never used seat 
beltsThere was little difference 
in use between boys and girls, 
with less than a percentage 
point difference In their an­ 
swers. 
In addition to youngsters 
driving cars equipped with 
seat belts but not using them, 
large percentages are driving 
cars which have no seat belts 
Of those driving their own 
cars, less than half of the ve­ 
hicles are equipped with belts 
Over 63.6% of all cars, Includ­ 
ing those belonging to parents, 
were equipped with belts. 
The students' failure to wear 
seat belts was not because of 


their failure to recognise the 
consequences, the survey 
found. Almost two-thirds of 
them identified not wearing 
belts as a major contributing 
cause to traffic fatalities. 
Estimates by the National 
8afety Council show that about 
one out of five fatalities could 
have been avoided if seat belts 
were being worn 
According to J. K McOeorge. 
Champion's Public Relations 
Manager and Director of the 
Highway 8afety Program, "In 
our presentation to school 
groups we have Indianapolis 
race drivers stress the respon­ 
sibilities as well as the skills 
of operating a car. 


"A race driver would no more 
think of operating a car with­ 
out a seat belt than he would 
without a steering wheel," 
McOeorge said 
The 1968-69 Champion High­ 
way Safety Program, to be 
conducted in schools through­ 
out the UB. and Canada, is 
stressing seat belt use as well 
as other safety aids.

What’s a safe distance to 
follow another car? Experts 
recommend one car length for 
every 10 miles per hour of 
speed on dry roads. When 
roads are slippery, the dis­ 
tance between should be dou­ 
bled.

The pleasures derived from 
owning an auto air conditioner 
are many and varied. How­ 
ever, as with any mechanical 
unit on your car, there are 
ways to increase satisfaction 
and Improve performance. The 
Automotive Air Conditioning 
Association offers these sug­ 
gestions on the care and serv­ 
ice of your car air conditioner. 


Hot W eather llin l* 
During hot summer days al­ 
ways park in the shade — or 
leave your windows open. Your 
car will cool down much 
quicker if the interior doesn’t 
become super-heated. Parked 
in the sun on a 90° day (with 
windows closed >, the temper­ 
atures inside your car can soar 
to a tremendous 140° — the 
highest degree to which most 
people are ever subjected. 
Should the interior of your 
car become super-heated, turn 
your air conditioner on “high” 
and place the temperature 
control at its highest setting. 
Drive a few blocks with all 
windows rolled down. This 
quickly removes hot air and 
permits quicker cooling. Air 
must circulate through the 
condenser coil before your 
unit will function at maximum 
efficiency, thus your car must 
be moving for it to cool prop­ 
erly. 
When you park, remember 
to turn your air conditioner off 
— this makes starting your car 
much easier. 
If unit doesn’t cool, move 
temperature control to cold­ 
est setting. If cooling doesn’t 
occur then, turn unit off (to 
avoid possible damage) and 
see your service man for a 
check-up. 
Sometimes on a long trip, 
frost may form on the cooling 
coil. This may be evident by 
a lack of cold air, since frost 
will prevent air circulation. To 
correct, move tem perature 
control toward off position and 
turn fan control to high. This 
will melt ice and allow unit to 
again cool properly.

Service and maintenance of 
all air conditioners is neces­ 
sary to maintain maximum 
performance. Periodic checks 
for the purpose of routine pre­ 
ventative maintenance will as­ 
sure satisfactory operation of 
your air unit. 


Brakes, like all-day suckers, 
have a habit of wearing away 
slowly. So. it’s a good practice 
to test your brakes periodical­ 
ly to make sure they can stop 
your car safely. 
Every week, test the hydrau­ 
lic system by firmly pressing 
your foot against the pedal. If 
the pedal moves gradually to­ 
wards the floorboard, you are 
losing vital pressure. Have the 
problem corrected immediate­ 
ly. 


Last year the U.S. Motor 
Vehicle Bureau registered over 
80 million passenger cars, and 
that number is increasing ev­ 
ery year with a total of 114'/i 
million predicted for 1985. 
Cars need care, and the Aer­ 
osol Division, Chemical Spe­ 
cialties Manufacturers Asso­ 
ciation, lists dozens of prod­ 
ucts now packaged in spray 
form to do the various jobs 
needed to keep your auto in 
the best possible running or­ 
der. 
The place to start your car 
care is under the hood, with 
an aerosol engine cleaner. A 
de-rusting spray will loosen 
nuts and bolts and remove any 
rust, and a carburetor and 
choke cleaner will spray away 
the carbon buildup. 
You can stop here if you 
wish, or go on with some of 
the protective items th at help 
keep the m otor and other 
working parts in condition. 
A high-heat engine enamel, 
specially made for cars, will 
make the oldest engine look 
factory-fresh, and also pro­ 
vide protection against rust 
and weathering. 
You can also buy aerosol 
coating for your battery ter­ 
minal, fan belt and ignition 
system which will cut the wear 
and tear on these parts, sav­ 
ing you some costly repairs 
and a lot of annoyance. 
Now you can turn your at­ 
tention to protecting and 
prettifying the outside of the 
car. Your de-ruster is handy 
here too, for loosening nuts 
on the wheels. Has the paint 
been marred or scraped? You

can buy touch-up paint to 
match almost any U.S.-made 
car, a lot cheaper than a body- 
shop paint job. 
A combination cleaner/wax 
will save you the time and 
trouble of scrubbing the car, 
and for a really high sheen, 
use your cleaner/wax first and 
spray over it with plain auto 
wax. Then spray a chrome 
protector on your fenders and 
other metalwork. 
An aerosol windshield wash­ 
er is next — antifreeze addi­ 
tives make this another dou­ 
ble-duty product — and it’s 
time for the finishing touches.

Or are you? Did you remem­ 
ber all the aerosol safety prod­ 
ucts that add the extra plus to 
your own safe driving? A fire 
extinguisher is important, and 
an aerosol tire inflator so easy 
a woman can use it might be 
a “lifesaver” for night driving. 
Winter brings its own prob­ 
lems — and the aerosol indus­ 
try has solutions to many of 
them. Do you have trouble 
starting your engine in cold 
weather? Spray some starting 
fluid into the carburetor and 
listen to it turn over. Defog- 
ging and de-icing agents are 
a must, and the latest aerosol 
item on the automotive shelves 
is a traction spray for the 
tires, to drive yourself out of 
that snowbank.

Can Lift You Above the 
Humdrum, Take You Out 
Of State of Tension 
William Lyon Phelps, the celebrated educator and author, 
once remarked, What I wouldn t give to read ‘Huckleberry 
Finn’ for the first time again.’* It was Phelps’ way of yearning 
for the thrill of discovery, in this case one of America s great­ 
est novels. 
The typical motorist could well paraphrase Phelps’ remarks, 
“What I wouldn’t give to be driving for the first time.** The 
thrill most of us felt the first time behind the wheel is hard to 
capture ever again. 
Perhaps too much driving has jaded our appreciation of the 
miracle that is the automobile.

Warranties Put More Responsibility on Car Owners 


W hile some controversy 
rages over new car warranty 
provisions for 1969 cars, there 
is one area in which there is 
agreement. The motorist will 
bear more responsibility for 
keeping his car in condition. 
Actually, even with the more 
liberal warranties of previous 
years, routine yet important 
maintenance was always the 
responsibility of the new car 
owner. However, in many in­ 
stances the owner lulled him­ 
self into believing the warran­ 
ty was a pay-all in case of 
trouble This is not the case.

ROUGH DRIVING COSTS 
An A ustralian television 
network staged a two-car run 
where one car was driven in 
a normal, safe manner and the 
other was driven hard to make 
faster time.

new car warranties hes in the 
length of time most parts (ex­ 
cluding tires and tubes) are 
covered. New provisions call 
for 12-month or 12,000 mile 
coverage. In 1968, the warran­ 
ty called for two-year or 24,000 
miles. 
Still intact is the five-year 
or 50,000-mile protection on 
components generally referred 
to as the drive train. (Items 
like in te rn al engine parts, 
transmission, rear axle and 
differential.)
